4 . THE UNOMUR OFFICERS OUTLINED THEIR OPERATIONS TO 
MONITOR THE UGANDAN SIDE OF THE BORDER SINCE JUNE 
1993 (DATT WILL REPORT DETAILS BY SEPTEL) . UNOMUR 
HAS 81 OFFICERS AND CIVILIAN STAFF TO CONDUCT AERIAL, 
VEHICLE, AND FOOT PATROLS IN ADDITION TO FIXED 
OBSERVATION SITES AT SEVEN BORDER POSTS. TWO OF THE 
POSTS HAVE BEEN ADDED SINCE FIGHTING BEGAN AGAIN IN 
APRIL. COL. ASRAR NOTED THAT THE UGANDAN GOVERNMENT 
HAD STALLED FOR THREE WEEKS IN APRIL BEFORE 
PERMITTING UNOMUR TO SET UP ITS OUTPOST ON THE 
EASTERN -MOST ROAD AT MURAMA HILL NEAR THE TANZANIAN 
BORDER; UNOMUR OPERATIONS AT THIS POST BEGAN ON 
MAY 14. THE UNOMUR PATROLS HAVE FOUND NO REAL

5. UNOMUR HAS TAKEN ON AN INCREASED ROLE IN 
SUPPORTING UN AMIR IN KIGALI, ESPECIALLY SINCE THE 
INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT IN KIGALI CLOSED. FOR THE 
DELIVERY OF U.N. AND U.S. ARMORED PERSONNEL CARRIERS, 
UNOMUR WILL PROVIDE ESCORT AND SECURITY TO THE APC 
MOVEMENTS UNTIL THEY CROSS INTO RWANDA, WHEN UN AMIR 
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WILL TAKE OVER. COL. ASRAR ESTIMATED THAT THE APC 
TRANSPORT WILL TAKE TWO DAYS TO REACH KIGALI, ONE DAY 
(9-10 HOURS) FROM ENTEBBE AIRPORT TO MBARARA, WHERE 
THEY WILL STORE THEM OVERNIGHT, AND THE SECOND TO 
TRANSPORT THEM TO THE BORDER (4 HOURS) AND ON TO 
KIGALI (6 -8 HOURS) . UNOMUR HAS NO COMMUNICATIONS 
WITH KIGALI EXCEPT THROUGH NEW YORK. 

6. UNOMUR ALSO PROVIDES CONTACTS TO NON- GOVERNMENTAL 
ORGANIZATIONS AND MONITORS THE MOVEMENT ACROSS THE 
BORDER OF RELIEF SHIPMENTS WORKING IN NORTHERN 
RWANDA. COL. ASRAR ADMITTED THAT, ALTHOUGH UNOMUR 
HAS THE AUTHORITY TO SEARCH VEHICLES, THEY HAVE NO 
SCANNING EQUIPMENT, SO THAT ANY SEARCH INVOLVES 
MANUALLY UNLOADING A VEHICLE. ASIDE FROM THE RELIEF 
SHIPMENTS BY THE NGO'S, THERE ARE FEW VEHICLES THAT 
TRANSIT THE BORDER AT KABALE , USUALLY 10 - 12 PICKUP 
TRUCKS PER DAY. UNOMUR HAS SEEN NO REAL CHANGE IN 
TRAFFIC PATTERNS SINCE APRIL.
